PSYCHIATRIST DISCOVERS 
"MOTORCYCLE SYNDROME” 


According to Dr. Armand M. Nicholi Jr. of the Harvard University psychiatry 
department, motorcyclists are likely to be ‘‘weak and impotent with a poor self- 
image and a deep-seated fear of women,'* 

Nicholi analyzed nine Harvard students to gain some insight into the **epidemic 
of trauma’’ resulting from the **motorcycle craze,’ 

The Doctor coined the phrase “motorcycle syndrome” inhis report to the Ameri- 
can Psychiatric Association, meeting in Miami Beach. He said the ‘‘syndrome”’ 
consists of the following characteristics: 

1. Unusual preoccupation with the motorcycle. When not actually riding it, the 
patient dreams of doing so continuously. The mere sound of a distant motorcycle will 
set off ‘vivid fantasies.’’ 2, Impotence. ‘‘The anxiety resulting from failure to per- 
form sexually is often alleviated by riding a motorcycle. There is persistent doubt 
about his masculine competence.” 3. ‘‘A fear of tall, broad-shouldered, sexually ag- 
gressive girls who initiate relationships by expressing admirationfor the motorcycle 
or asking to ride it.’ 4, ‘‘A haunting fear of bodily injury, mutilation... and death 
while riding the motorcycle." 5. History of accident proneness from early childhood, 
6. **A minimum of physical or intellectual activity. Little ability to compete academi- 
cally, socially or athletically.’’ 

“This syndrome,’”’ Dr. Nicholi admits, ‘‘does not include everyone who enjoys 
riding a motorcycle." Right you are, Doc. But you sure nailed my psyche, there. 
Probably saved me hours of expensive couch time, too. Because I've got the motor- 
cycle syndrome in the worst way, and I’ve never been to Harvard, even, 

Pm always thinking about riding. The sound of a distant motorcycle makes me 
wish I was riding and not sitting here, tickling this typewriter. Guess that's my 
number 6 at work, And I often wondered about my **masculine competence," when 
little girls on trailbikes skip past my 40-incher on enduros. 

But I didn’t think anybody else shared #3 with me. That's this tall, broad- 
shouldered girl, dig, who's always asking to ride my bike. It's my wife, But I got her 
a bike of her own and that solved the problem (whew!), Accident proneness, you bet. 
Pm always skinning my knuckles when I change spark plugs and mom tells me I fell 
on my head twice as a child. 

And you really hit it with number 4. Whenever I ride in traffic I worry about all 
those maniac cage-drivers doing me in, I thinkit’s a healthy phobia though Doc, don’t 
you? It keeps me from being accident prone, 

Pm really glad you studied those nine Harvard students. Now I know what it is 
I’ve got. I’ve got motorcycle syndrome. Guess I'll take the rest of the day off and go 
riding to recuperate,

States alone: there are wails echoing 
from all areas of the globe. However we 
are concerned with whatis going onhere. 

Motorcycle racing is more popular 
and more prevalent than ever before. On 
any weekend you may attend many kinds 
of cycle races. I dare say a spectator 
could go broke if he tried to attend them 
all, 

Many riders and tuners are finding out 
that it is just too much to try todo 
everything. So most racers have become 
specialists, concentrating on one or two 
types of racing. Which type of racing 
costs the most? Many disagree, but in 
my opinion road racing is the most ex- 
pensive. Here are several reasons:

Your response to our survey has been 
most gratifying. From as far away as 
Germany, Illinois, Montana and Washing- 
ton answers have come, And there have 
been many more closer to home, Weare 
tabulating the replies and will soon have 
a detailed report for you, 

Meanwhile here is a thumbnail sketch 
of our rider as the survey portrays him 
so far. Of course, since the survey was 
directed to dirt riders, the enthusiasm 
for dirt riding is evident. Some who 
answered also ride street, but mostride 
only dirt. As many different machines as 


'are manufactured are represented but 


250's, 100's and 90's lead in popularity 
for dirt riding. 

Most who answered ride as often as 
once a week, some oftener, some less 
often. Almost everyone would ride more 
often were there a convenientarea avail- 
able. 

It comes as no surprise that motor- 
cycle riding is a family affair. Those 
who have families generally report that 
riding pleasure is shared by all, Children 
too young to ride are often taken along as 
passengers, Many who do not yet have 
children of riding age have plans for them 
in a few years. 

A high percentage of those answering 
report that all of their recreation in- 
volves motorcycles. For those who have 
other hobbies, hunting and fishing lead 
the field with the total stretching across 
the entire range of outdoor interests and 
even to such indoor occupations as read- 
ing and photography. 

The choices of riding area will pro- 
vide us with some definite information to 
work on. Many, many riders have either 
been told they cannot ride in their favorite 
spot or have found it posted, In many 
cases there is confusion as to who owns

the land, which is not surprising as the 
ownership and management of empty land 
in most states often takes considerable 
record-searching to discover. Even the 
BLM doesn’t know exactly what land is 
in its charge. 

One picture emerges, though, as we 
thought it would...motorcycle riding isan 
important part of the recreational picture 
in the country. It is healthful, wholesome 
and rewarding and it is on the uptrend. 
It is necessary that this be recognized 
and provisions made for it, Our nation, 
while providing more leisure time than 
almost any other, has been woefully un- 
concerned about providing space for the 
recreation to fill that time. At a late 
date, after much of the land has been 
exploited for economic gain, the need 
and right of the people for their share 
for public recreation is beginning to be 
noticed, It won’t be easy to obtain our 
share, but it can and will be done. Not 
just for motorcycles but for sportsmen, 
and water enthusiasts, and even conser- 
vationists, We are all the public and a 
certain amount of this land belongs to all 
of us, The first line of defense is to 
forestall commercial exploitation of the 
remaining space. Once that is accom- 
plished, we can work together to fairly 
share our rights.

Mr. Wes Cooley, president of MICUS, 
the governing body in the United States 
of the FIM, announced that a Speedway 
Control Board has been sanctioned 
through the ACA to regulate and control 
speedway racing sanctioned under FIM 
rules in this country. 

It will be the function of the American 
Speedway Control Board (ASCB) to set 
up rules and regulations for speedway 
racing in the United States and to sanc-. 
tion speedway tracks throughout the 
country as well, The ASCB willalsoissue 
speedway competition licenses to riders 
that will be honored throughout the world. 

One of the major aims of the ASCB is 


. to have, if possible, by next year, an 


American qualifying round for the 
world’s speedway championship to help 
bring back to the U.S. some of the pres- 
tige we once held in the speedway world. 

Speedway Rules and Regulations are 
now being drawn up similar to the rules 
used throughout the world. A number of 
top U.S, Speedway stars will be invited 
to sit on a Rules Evaluation Committee 
to discuss the rules and offer suggestions 
and changes before the regulations are 
finalized. 

Having a specific sanctioning body will 
benefit both the riders and the promoters. 
The. promoter will be protected in the 
fact that if his track is sanctioned torun 


on a certain night, no other promoter will 
be issued a sanction for the same night 
unless the USCB feels that neither will 
suffer as far as rider and spectator at- 
tendance is concerned, The rider will 
benefit by not only having a definite set 
of rules to race by, but alsoby the purse 
requirements, which will be a straight 
40% of the gate in open competition races 
or a definite set purse in team competi- 
tion, It is hoped that team competition 
wil flourish after more tracks are 
opened around the country. 

The ASCB wil not only have a very 
reasonable fee for a competition license, 
but the promoter willpay the sanction fee 
to have his track sanctioned for the sea- 
son instead of paying for each race held, 
Sanctions will also be issued for special 
races such as fair dates and exhibitions, 
An attempt will be made to bring speed- 
way racing to the Astrodome in Houston, 
Texas, 

Mr. Cooley also stated thatneither the 
ACA nor MICUS will have a hand in the 
operation of the ASCB, but are merely 
acting as the sanctioning body in the 
United States for the FIM, The ASCB will 
also lend assistance to promoters who 
desire to go into speedway racing but 
are unfamiliar with this type of program.

TEXAS MOVES TO REPEAL 
HELMET LAW 


“This is killing more people than itis 
saving," said Texas State Senator Tom 
Creighton to the Senate Jurisprudence 
Committee of the Texas Legislature, re- 
ferring to the hastily-enacted compul- 
sory helmet law for motorcyclists. The 
Committee voted to repeal the two year 
old law requiring all cyclists to wear 
protective helmets, noting that seven 
states have repealed such laws and three 
major states, including California, never 
enacted them, without losing a penny of 
federal highway funds. The Texas law, 
its author noted, was not fully complying 
with the federal requirements anyway.

Мас Douffe Uncovers Hidden Oklahoma Reso

Meers General Store in Meers, Okla- 
oma, is the only restaurant in the 
continental United States that is listed in 
the Michelin Guide to Europe. My wife 
Denise and I were so astounded to find a 
local listing in the famous guidebook 
series that we set out from our home in 
the government quarters at Fort Sill, 
Oklahoma to see if the coveted five-star 
award was justified. 

From Fort Sill, the quickest and most 
Scenic way to Meers is through the 
Wichita Mountains Wildlife Refuge. The 
Refuge covers thousands of acres and 
harbors thelargest herd of buffalo in the 
U.S., plusantelope, deer, longhorn cattle, 
and assorted small animals and birds, 
Small lakes abound, all formed articial- 
ly by dams constructed by a construction 
company which called itself the C,C.C, 
Their signs are everywhere, 

History leaps at you from every bend 
in the road, Lake Quanah Parker is 
named for an Indian chief who led the 
last organized attack on U.S, Cavalry. 
His grandson lives in nearby Lawton, but 
we understand he is a peaceful fellow. 
Jed Johnson Lake is named after a white 
settler who tried to ranch in the area and 
took an Indian woman for a wife. She was 
such a good one, he decided to get a few 
more and was caught doing what the 
Indians called teepee creeping, A jealous 
husband put an end to Johnson’s hope of 
male heirs. 

We went in late winter, this past March 
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22025 So. Figueroa 
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Simple exterior masks simple interior. 


to be exact, and the entire refuge was 
tourist-free. The narrow road curved 
gently through stony meadows and round 
the lakes. Some of the smaller lakes still 
had ice around their edges and we stopped 
our trusty Matchling or Matchlust (we 
could never find out what brand the bike 
was, whoever had it before us had worn 
part of the name off the case) and 
Skimmed stones across the ice. They 
made a whirring sound as they spun to- 
ward the blue water at the center until 
they plopped over the edge and sank, We 
talked of driving over to Cache Creek, 
not far away, site of an Indian Chief's 
famous ride over a cliff but it started to 
snow So we decided to press on to Meers. 
The chief led a pack of United States 
soldiers in what must have been the first 
hare and hound type event ever held here, 
He had made the soldiers angry for some 
reason that is unclear today and they 
chased him lickety-split through the 
bushes on horseback until he had out- 
distanced all but the high-point riders. 
They had him cornered when he came to 
a bluff overlooking Cache Creek. His 
only chance lay in jumping horse and all 
into the creek, some forty feet below. 
The intrepid warrior got a running start 
and flew over the cliff, Unfortunately the 
water was muddy and he couldn't judge 
the depth at all, Cache Creek is hardly 
the Mississippi and in its deepest spots 
holds only about four feet of water. The 
unfortunate Indian had picked a shallow

place. The horse, not being equipped 
with a bash plate, died on the spot. His 
stiff-legged skeleton still stands there 
and can be seen when summer dries up 
the creek, The Indian lived due to the 
excellent shock absorber action of the 
horse's independent four leg suspension 
and made good his escape. 

Denise said the horse would be cover- 
ed by water anyway, as he drove himself 
down into the mud quite a ways, and the 
snow was making the countryside kind 
of ghostly so we continued our journey. 

We were driving along, me peering 
squinty-eyed through the snow, and Den- 
ise holding on to me as close as she 
could trying to keep the chill out when 
she said, «Leon, talking about that creepy 
Indian has made my imagination run 
away with itself, I can hear hoofbeats 
right behind us," I could hear them too, 
now that she had mentioned it. I turned 
around, half expecting to see blue uni- 
formed U.S, Troopers galloping to our 
rear but no one was in sight. The noise 
turned out to be my pack dragging and 
thumping along the ground. One of the 
ropes holding it to the luggage rack had 
loosened and gotten caught in the chain, 
It wrapped itself around the primary 
gears or whatever is in the shiny case 
on the left side of the engine but I just 
cut the end loose and left the rope in 
there figuring the clatter from the en- 
gine would be that much less and on 
we went. 

We came round a bend and were sud- 
denly in the midst of a herd of buffalo, 
The beasts looked monstrous from a 
distance of.six inches or so. Denise 
closed her eyes and grabbed me tighter 
and we began picking our way through. 
Snow was sticking to their unkept coats 
and their breath was fogging from the 
cold, Their breath stank too, We were 
glad to get out of there, though I did see 
one whose hide would have been perfect 
on our bedroom floor. I mentioned it to 
Denise but she said something about 
driving and talking at the same time so 
I shut up and bravely zipped between a 
calf and its mother as a defiant gesture 
and we were away from the herd. A buf- 
falo chip was stuck on the front tire and 
went round and round until the high- 
speed mud flap managed to knock it off, 
A few minutes of pleasant riding through 
a stand of pine trees brought us to the 
outskirts of the refuge. We rattled across 
the cattle guard at the exit and were 
once more in free Oklahoma. 

We eagerly rode the last few miles to 
Meers, crossing a quaint one-lane bridge 
on the way, anticipating a leisurely re- 
past in the manner of travelers of old 
seeking and finda refuge againsta storm. 

Suddenly it was there in all its glory. 
It hit us like Times Square neon, Right 
smack-dab at the junction of three, not 


two, but three major farm-to-market 
roads sat the jewel of Meers, The gen- 
eral store was the tallest, the widest, 
the everythingest of the three buildings 
comprising Meers. We parked where we 
could find space, between a battered 
green pickup and 50 miles of open coun- 
try and headed for the door. I gallantly 
spread my coat over a collie who was 
lying on the steps oblivious to the snow 
and smiled at his tail-thumping gratitude, 

The interior was cozy and authentic 
as hell, The owners had recreated a page 
out of the past. It looked just like we 
imagined a general store to look in the 
days of the Wild West. Goods were 
everywhere, hanging from the ceiling, 
stuffed on shelves, behind glass cases, 
the whole Knotts Berry Farm bit. An 
old-fashioned wall telephone hung on a 
ceiling support but what really caught 
our eyes was an autographed photo of 
Gabby Hayes on the wall, Authenticity 
was the keyword. 

We groped our way through the dim, 
narrow aisles to sit right under the 
whiskery portrait and ordered ham- 
burgers and coffee. We would have order- 
ed something fancy but the place shouted 
Americana and what could be more fit- 
ting than hamburgers? There was no cov- 
er and no admission and the hamburgers 
were priced right and tasted fine, Ser- 
vice can be reported as being excellent 
and the atmosphere was beyond belief. 
The only incongruous note to this step 
backward in time was the fluorescent 
orange cap worn by the man who took 
our money. He did put it in one of those 
old black cash registers with traces of 
gold trim to even things out, The lady 
who waited on us told us the story of 
four ‘‘college boys’’ as she called them, 
who came in and drank beer for a while 
until they got to feeling good. A man 
came in wearing boots and a cowboy hat, 
He was dusty from riding herd and 
ordered a beer. One of the boys snicker- 
ed and said, ‘‘Hey gang, there’s Lash 
LaRue!’ The huge cowboy ambled over 
and said to them, “If any of your college 
boys so much as looks up, I’m going to 
drive you like a ten-penny nail." The 
lady said it was the funniest thing she 
had ever seen; four kids trying to drink 
their beers hunched just as low as they 
could get over that table. Every once in 
a while, one of them would ask in a 
whisper, *'Is he gone yet?" 

It was starting on toward dusk by the 
time we had drunk a second cup of coffee 
and since my lights had never worked we 
decided to say our goodbyes to the 
friendly folks. We left fully satisfied 
with our find to cheerful cries of “Come 
back’’, Come back we will, and we can 
heartily recommend The General Store 
of Meers, Oklahoma to any weary and 
hungry travelers in the area,

TECHNICALITIES 
Peaky Power Versus 


À Flat Torque Curve 


By Tovicda 


.Two of our local high speed trial 
riders purchased Hodakas recently, and 
like all would-be Tommy Turners, tore 
the bikes down and started making the 
rounds to gather all of the speed secrets 
that they could. One built his bike for 
maximum horsepower, paying no atten- 
tion at all to the r.p.m. range where all 
his added power would hit him in the 
tail, The other one being (a) smarter 
(b) more cautious (c) lacking of guts 
(check one), built his bike towards a 
more realistic horsepower output and 
consequently a much wider power band 
(although not as much of it), It will still 
go off and hide from a stocker. 

The would-be hot shoe went for a 13- 
to-1 compression ratio, seven ported the 
barrel, raised the exhaust port 1/16 of 
an inch and ran the finger ports a bit 
higher than the stock port location. He 
then removed the flywheel and added a 
total loss battery ignition, advanced 12 
degrees beyond stock to fire a surface 
gap plug ala Kawasaki. Getting into the 
carburetion department, he threw every- 
thing away and started over with a setof 
Gemco reeds, Tillotson pumper carb and 
a 10-inch ram tube with the air cleaner 
tucked under the seat like the big boys. 

Running a reed valve allows you to do 
weird things to the back of your piston, 
and our boy did them, He bought one 
Dykes piston, one hack saw, and twofiles 
and did his best to cut a four-inch hole 
in the back of a two-inch piston, The 
machine was topped off with one of Tom 
Turners’ mucho hi-rev pipes and it goes 


like blazes. Plug reading tell which jets 
to us, Proper jetting is critical to keep 
a 2-stroke tunning good. Too lean will 
burn the piston, too rich saps the power. 

Now a brief rundown on the tamer of 
the two bikes and then we'll take the little 
bombs out to the desert. We’ll try them 
against some hills, and do everything 
but flattrack with them. 

The tamer bike is running stock port 
location, with the ports highly polished. 
It’s been five ported (for cooling), raised 
to 11.5-to-1 compression ratio with a 
Dykes piston and blasts out of a Turner 
Torque Pipe. The ignition and carbure- 
tor have been left stock, The bike is 
easy to tune and at the time we took 
them out to ride, both bikes were running 
real strong. 


If you wonder why we are comparing a 
full-race Hodaka against a warm semi- 
Stocker, you may be in for a surprise. 
With equal riders, both weighing 200 
pounds, the bikes were so close in most 
events that it makes you wonder why hot 
shoe spent all his bread if isn't going 
for a low number. 

In a dirt drag race, the mild one would 
hole shoot the peaky bike everytime and 
hold him off til 3rd gear, then the hot 
one would come to life and go around 
like gangbusters (if the trail were long 
enough). 

If there was no room to pass, hot shoe 
would sit back there eating dirt and 
cussing. Hill climbing on any 100cc isan 
art in itself, and trying to climb with a 


bike that’s peaky and has nopower below 
five grand really is a pain. When you slog 
it down to six grand in second cog, you 
have maybe 4 hp so it’s getting steep and 
you have to pick up first cog, right, so 
you stab the lever, grab first gear and 
try to feather the clutch between 0 and 
17 hp on the side of a mountain, Some- 
times you can make it, but most of the 
time you pull a 360 degree wheelie and 
loop out, 

On the tamer bike, we wouldn’t even 
have to downshift till the engine revs 
about five grand, and we would still have 
about 6 hp left. Going into first, we pick 
up to approximately 11 hp and the bike 
would stay in the track and make the top 
five times as often as the peaky one 
would, 

On the Saddleback motocross course, 
the starting line is almost a straight- 
away for 100cc machines and with that 
in mind, the peaky one would always 
pull maybe five bike lengths on the 
torquer. But as soon as you head into the 
bends, the torquer would be right up 
there dicing, and several times copped 
the lead, at least until the short straight, 
Bear in mind that we changed riders back 
and forth to compare the bikes’ ability, 
and not our high speed trail riders. We 
didn't take them on a flattrack because 
the hot one would always be in its power 
band and would hide from the torquer, 
same for the fast courses,

Across the desert it’s not so much 
horsepower, but who has the most hair. 
The Hodaka, with its stock suspension, 
just won’t take a flogging with 200 pounds 
of lard trying to stand up and go, so if it 
were smooth enough, the hot one could 
get away. But that smooth stretchalways 
leads to a hill where the torquer would 
pass hot shoe sliding down the hill on 
his side after a giant loop. 

Just touching lightly on the subject of 
reliability, since this article was begun, 
hot shoe has blown two pistons and is 
making noises that sould like, ‘I beat 
all you guys, so I think I’ll detune and 
give you guys a break," If you are an 
out and out racer, this article won't doa 
thing for you. But if you are like 95% of 
the Hodaka owners and just want to play 
in the dirt a little bit, try to keep your 
hop-up in line with the type of riding you 
will be doing and don't lose the reli- 
ability the factory built in for you. And 
if you do go for a bunch of modifications, 
try to stay away from a road racing 
tuned engine, unless you'rea roadracer.

then you pay an additional entry fee of 
from $5.00 to $15.00, 

Then there is the cost of upkeep on the 
machines, I will venture a wild guess that 
it costs around $50.00 per race to race 
any machine except an ultra lightweight. 

To further the point, there is the over 
crowded schedule of races, so much so 
in fact that the A.F.M, and A.C.A, have 
at least three times this year scheduled 
races on the same day. I posKtively be- 
lieve that there is no personal ego con- 
flict involved in this, on either side. 
It's just that both clubs wish to puton as 
many events as possible, and certain 
tracks do have other races, so that each 
club has only a limited number of dates 
available. 

This staggering schedule of races is 
beginning to take its toll on both clubs. 
The factory sponsored-riders such as 
Ron Grant, Art Baumann, Ron Pierce, 
and several others are told where to ride 
and where not to, Several other top rid- 
ers will attend only the races that pay 
prize money. 

With the early summer races boasting 
entries in excess of 100 riders,Ipredict 
that by the end of the season this figure 
wil drop to 65 to 80 entries per event, 
unless something drastic is done to re- 
lieve the soaring expense to the entrant, 


Can Something Be Done? 


This puzzling question depends upon 
several critical points, Some of you may 
remember that at the start of the 1967 
flat track season at Ascot Park the rid- 
ers went on strike, which put a lot of 
pressure on the A,M.A, as well as the 
track, Well the track and the promoter 
and the riders tried many ways to reach 
an agreement. It took all season but this 
year the situation is under control and 
the racing at Ascot is back to normal, 
with the exception of the point standing 
in which Sammy Tanner and Shorty Sea- 
bourne have surprised us all Good for 
them, 

Could this same form of pressure 
work in road racing? 

You bet your sweet expansion chamber 
it could! Will it? Not as long as the rid- 
ers remain separated. Anybody want to 
start a Road Racers Union? 


They Call 'Em Stockers 


One way that many road racers have 
tried to cut the costs is to switch over to 
the rapidly increasing production class, 

For several years the San Francisco 
chapter of the A.F.M, has promoted an 
all day, long distance race for street ma- 
chines only, this type of event being 
commonly referred to as production 
racing. 

Last year the A.C.A, went all out and 
ran a 12 hour production race at Willow 
Springs raceway, near Lancaster, Calif, 
beginning at 9: a.m. 

This event was very successful and 
now is to become an annual event, 

Production racing now has as many or 
more entries as the racing classes at 
the mixed events, It is definitely less 
expensive than racing a Grand Prix 
machine.

The rider’s, man, the riders,

FREMONT, CALIF., May 25, 1969 — The 
TT Scrambles season really got into 
swing with the opening of the Fremont 
Raceway.

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SCRAMBLIN AROUND

We are going toraisea growl this week 
on a problem that affects every single 
one of us, and that’s the increasing 
number of pit racers we find at our 
weekly events, There was a time when a 
host club would have a club member in 
the pits taking down numbers or at least 
waving a flag, we remember the Grip- 
sters M.C, doing an excellent job of this 
at Elsinore one time and at times the 
Perris track has been well policed. 
Lately however, it looks as if everyone 
is getting a little lax. A little lax? Item: 
at Saddleback a nut ona Triumph howling 
through the pits and crashing intoa trash 
barrel, (all watching applauded and hoped 
he’d at least broken a leg) at Perris too 
many minibikes and trailers scooting 
around not to mention two-digit number 
racers showing off. At the Shamrocks 
motocross hearing a rider shift into 
second or third wasn’t uncommon, all 
when wives, kids, racers getting ready 
for their heat were coming out from be- 
hind trucks, backing down loading ramps, 
walking around to different vantage points 
were all in the same area, 

We won’t excuse either group of pit 
racers either, If you think you impress 
the racers as you wheelie or drag through 
the pits on your cow-trailer, you ain’t, 
baby. We’re only impressed as to how 
you perform where it counts, on the track. 
As race-driver Stirling Moss once said, 
«Any fool can go fast,’’ And as for you 
racers, big deal. You’re not proving any- 
thing there either, except that you’re 
bonkers, (translated as nutty in the head)! 

The solution? It’s got to a point now 
where I know there are some racers who 
are ready to just knock you right on your 
ear when you come flying past, by any 
means possible, Not only that, a list of 
riding numbers is going tobe turned in to 
the Competition Committee of everyone 
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we catch acting like a kook and when that 
starts happening, how'd you not like to 
ride for a few weeks?.And maybe lose 
50% of your points to boot? 

There is not one track around that 
doesn’t have a small warm-up area to get 
your engine in working condition before 
getting out for practice which is where 
you can really turn it on if you wish. You 
just don't honk it on around the trucks 
and people. We'll point this outtoo, when 
did you ever see riders like Chuck Min- 
ert, Jim Hunter, Bill Riley, John Rice, 
Monte Darling etc, et al ever pitracing? 
They just putter around and warm that 
motor up. So now let's cool it huh? Be- 
fore someone gets hurt (maybe you) and 
a track gets closed? 

We'd like to comment on the starting 
procedure the Shamrocks used. Instead 
of the hand on the helmet, they had riders 
put their hand on their number plate, 
(clutch hand that is) and it worked fine. 
Those familiar with the more exotice 
form of scrambling which is motocross 
will know this can stop quite a bit of 
what some circles call ‘‘cheating’’ and 
others call ‘‘the racers’ edge.’’ 

If you have one of the newer high- 
powered scramblers and have beengrit- 
ting your teeth about why someone didn’t 
come out with bigger tires to help you 
keep that power on the ground, Dunlop 
has. In a recent British publication they 
show a 460— 18 called the Sports K8-6, 
that fits the WM3 rim, The knobby tread 
pattern is designed to clean out more 
easily in mud but more important the 
tread extends more up the wall of the tire 
to help when you've really got *er over 
on *er ear! Currently now, allyoucanget 
is a 400-18 and that's just not enough 
tire for the newer scooters. So if you're 
thinking about new tires, hang on and 
maybe they'll get them over here in a 
short while.

AUSTIN, TEXAS, May 25, 1969— With its 
third running the newly initiated Sports- 
man Half mile flat track races near 
Austin, Texas, have begun to develop 
some character.

Racers Dream 


With the coming of such organizations 
as N.O.R.R.A. and the I,D.R.A,, and the 
big money events like the BAJA 1000, 
MINT 400, etc., it had to be only a mat- 
ter of time before someone came along 
who would cater to that largest group of 
all, the Trail Bike Racer. 

The newly formed Professional Trail 
Racing Association may very well be 
that someone. 

The group has actually been in the 
forming stages for several months but 
chose not to release the fact until it was 
ready to go with a program of events, 

The purpose of this organization is to 
promote a world trailbike championship 
and to make it one of the most highly 
paid sports in the world. 

This championship will be a series of 
twelve events each year, and will take 
place throughout the United States, Can- 
ada, and Mexico, 

Each of these events will be a two day 
affair and will be run very much on the 
lines of the International Six Day Trail. 

The P,T.R.A. will not be a sanctioning 
body but will issue competition licenses 
to riders wishing to participate in their 
events and will also issue a ‘‘General’’ 
or *Supporting" membership. 

The license will cost a rider $10.00 
per year while the supporting member- 
ship costs $2.00. 

What should interest the rider is the 
fact that 50% of all memberships and 
license fees goes into a pot to be paid to 
the high point man or world champion at 
the end of each year. 


The other 50% will of course be used 
to promote and advertise the Association 
and its events and to cover other ex- 
penses incurred in bookkeeping, etc. 

In addition to the money placed in the 
«“Champion’s Pot’? through the sale of 
licenses and memberships, 20% of the 
purse from each of the twelve events will 
also go into the Kitty, for the Champion 
and this could add up to a considerable 
amount of money. 

Entry fees will be $25.00 for a twoday 
event. 

Again the ‘Share the Wealth'' plan is 
used and 50% of all entry fees will be 
paid back to the riders as purse. 

A minimum purse of $500.00 will al- 
ways be guaranteed by the Association. 

The organization is strictly non-poli- 
tical, having no ties with the AMA., 
F.LM, or the rest, and unlike some of 
these, have no objections to their mem- 
bers competing with other groups. They 
do in fact ‘“‘encourage’’ their members to 
compete in events sanctioned or pro- 
moted by ALL the others groups since 
after all, the name of the game is to 
further the sport. 

The first event to be sponsored by the 
Professional Trail Racing Association 
will take place on the 28th and 29th of 
June at Zuni, New Mexico.
